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A contribution to the knowledge of the Aphodiinae and 
Scarabacinae fauna of Turkey 
(Coleoptera: Scarabaeoidea: Scarabaeidae)

Abstract: This study is based upon material from subfamilies Aphodiinae and 
Scarabaeinae of the family Scarabaeidae collected from different localities of Turkey 
between 1966 and 2013. The study resulted in recording for Turkish fauna of 20 species 
and subspecies from 14 genera of Aphodiinae and 36 species and subspecies from 12 
genera of Scarabaeinae. In total, 56 species and subspecies belonging to 26 genera of 
the subfamilies Aphodiinae and Scarabaeinae are listed. Among them, Acanthobodilus 
immundus (CREUTZER, 1799), Aphodius fimetarius (LINNAEUS, 1758), Bodilus lugens 
(CREUTZER, 1799) and Colobopterus erraticus (LINNAEUS, 1758) from Aphodiinae and 
Gymnopleurus mopsus mopsus (PALLAS, 1781), Euoniticellus fulvus (GOEZE, 1777), 
Caccobius schreberi (LINNAEUS, 1767), Euonthophagus gibbosus (SCRIBA, 1790), 
Onthophagus (Palaeonthophagus) ruficapillus BRULLÉ, 1832 and Scarabaeus typhon 
(FISCHER VON WALDHEIM, 1823) from Scarabaeinae have been found the most 
abundant and widespread species. In addition, new localities have been found for some 
species and subspecies, which have already been reported from Turkey.

Introduction 


Scarabaeidae is a very large family of beetles of which are known roughly 1.600 genera 
and 27.000 species (SCHOLTZ & GREBENNIKOV 2005). This family includes several 
groups with significant impact on human activities such as those commonly referred to 
as scarabs, chafers, flower beetles, leaf chafers, dung beetles when adults, or white grubs 
when larva. They are extremely variable in shape, presence and type of coverage of 
integuments (hairs, spines, scales), and size, which is comprised between about 1 and 
170 mm. 

Aphodiinae is a subfamily of about 1.500 species of small to moderate-sized beetles. 
They are generally cylindrical in shape and seldom show much sexual dimorphism. The 
abdominal spiracles are located in the membranous parts of the dorsum, the 3-segmented 
antennal club is covered with microsetae, and the metatibiae have two apical spurs. Most 
aphodiines are dung feeding, but a few are root feeding and may be serious pests of 
pastures, for example Aphodius howitti HOPE in Australia. Other species feed on 
decaying vegetable matter, or can be found in termites and ants nests, and some in 
mammal burrows (BOOTE et al. 1990). 
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Scarabaeinae is a large-sized group, mainly abundant in the tropics. The abdominal 
spiracles are all in the membranous parts of the dorsum (the laparostict condition), at 
least the last antennal segment is densely covered with microsetae, and the metatibiae 
have only a single apical spur. Strong sexual dimorphism is often shown in the form of 
horns, tubercles, and excavations on the head, pronotum, and sometimes other parts of 
the body. Most scarabaeines feed on dung, sometimes where it lays, and sometimes in 
special chambers underground. Species belonging to some genera, for example 
Scarabaeus LINNAEUS, Gymnopleurus ILLIGER, and Sisyphus LATREILLE, form dung into 
balls and roll them away to be buried. Two Indian species, Onthophagus unifasciatus 
(SCHALLER) and O. bifasciatus (FABRICIUS), sometimes could cause the medical con- 
dition known as scarabiasis in which living beetles are passed with the faeces of children 
(BOOTH et al. 1990). 


Turkey is biogeographically one of the most interesting countries in the West Palaearctic 
region. Some faunistic studies on these subfamilies in the Turkey have been made by 
BALTHASAR (1953, 1963a, 1963b), PETROVITZ (1963), PITTINO (1982), KIRGIZ (1982, 
1987), PEHLIVAN (1988, 1989), LoDos et al (1999), CARPANETO et al. (2000), 
DELLACASA & KIRGIZ (2002), DELLACASA & DELLACASA (2006), KABAKOV (2006), 
ROZNER & ROZNER (2009), ZIANI & SAMA (2013) and SURGUT et al. (2014). 


The aim of this paper is to present some further records of Aphodiinae and Scarabaeinae 
from Turkey. 


Materials and Methods 


Species listed below were collected from different localities of Turkey between 1966 and 
2013. In addition, material collected in previous years from other Turkish localities and 
preserved in Ataturk University, Faculty of Agriculture, Department of Plant Protection, 
the Entomology Museum, Erzurum, Turkey (EMET) is been also evaluated. 

Provinces of the collected specimens are given in alphabetical order in the following list. 
The material is deposited in the Entomology Museum, Erzurum, Turkey (EMET). 
Systematic and nomenclature follows LOBL & LOBL (2016). 

The study was supported by the Atatiirk University Scientific Research Fund (Project 
Number: 2011/339) and is a partial summary of Alper POLAT’s PhD thesis (Atatürk 
University, Institute of Science, Department of Plant Protection), adopted on 31.05.2016. 


Results 


In this study, 20 species and subspecies from 14 genera of Aphodiinae and 36 species 
and subspecies from 12 genera of Scarabaeinae are recorded. These records improve the 
knowledge of the Scarabaeoida fauna of Turkey.

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Zusammenfassung 


Vorliegende Arbeit behandelt Aufsammlungen von Aphodiinae und Scarabaeinae (Coleoptera, 
Scarabaeidae) aus unterschiedlichen türkischen Gebieten im Untersuchungszeitraum 1966 bis 2013. 
Als Ergebnis ergaben sich der Nachweis von 20 Arten aus 14 Gattungen Aphodiinae sowie 36 
Arten und Unterarten aus 12 Gattungen von Scarabaeinae. 
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
